EDUCATIONAL NOTICES. 


Text-books in Vernacular Medical Schools. 


Iw the Resolution of the Government of Bengal, dated 13th December 1880, on the 
subject of text-books in vernacular medical schools, it was notifigd that Urdu text-books in 
Medicine, Midwifery. and Medical Jurisprudence were required; and it was announced that 
measures would be taken to procure, by public competition, translations of approved text- 
books in those subjects. In accordance with the orders quoted, the public were invited, on 
the Ist June 1881, to submit specimen translations of selected passages, No satisfactory 
translations having been receiyed, persons desirous of entering into the competition in any 
subject are now again invited to submit specimen translations of one of the following series 
of extracts :— 


(a) Roberts’ Hand-book of Medicine (4th ed., 1880). The following passages to be 
translated into Urdu :— 


Vol. I., pp. 345 to 365: “ Physical Examination of the Chest.” To be condensed 
in translation. 


Vol. 11., pp. 156 to 163: “ Dysentery.” A comprehensive resumé to be given of 
the most approved methous of the treatment of dysentery in India. 


(6) Playfair’s Midwifery (2nd ed., 1878). The following passages to be translated 
into Urdu :— 


Vol. I., pp. 306 to 322: “ Mechanism of delivery in Head Presentations.” To be 
condensed. 

Vol. II., pp. 155 to 173: *‘ Turning.’ To be condensed. 

Vol. I1.,"pp. 281 to 293.“ Puerperal Eclampsia.”’ To be condensed. 


(c) Kanai Lal Dey’s Medical Judisprudence. The following passage to be translated 
into Urdu :-- 


Pages 314 to 329; “ Poisons.” 


2. Those passages which are to be condensed in translation should be reduced to about 
one-third of their original length. 


8. The specimen translations should be submitted not later than the Ist J anuary 18838, 
to Dr. R. C. Chandra, Professor, Medicul College, the President of the Committee of 
Selection. Four printed copies of each translation should be sent for the use of the members 
of the Committee. Manuscrip: translations will not be received. 


4. ach of the translators selected ty the Committee will be required to finish, within 
a time to be hereafter fixed, the translation of the work which he has undertaken; and if he 
completes it to the satisfaction of the Committee, a reward of Rs. 500 will be paid him, and 
his translation will be adopted-as a text-book, All the profits of sale will be left to the 
translator, but the selling price of each work will be settled beforehand in communication 
with the translator, and in consideration of the cost of production.

Goods for which passes are not so delivered to the 
Customs Officer are to be retained by the agents in their godowns or other place appointed b 
the proper Officer of Customs until an import Custom-House pass in proper foria has bans 
granted for them. 


(d.)—On arrival of the steamer, after having touched at any foreign port, in addition to 
customs port or ports, the discharge of ‘ free” cargo from customs ports may be proceeded 
with as prescribed in condition (4), but no cargo from any foreiga port, and no cargo from an 
customs port, which was transhipped from a foreign port, or is otherwise “ dutiable,” as defined 
above, shall be discharged until the agents have given notice at the Customs-Houge of its 
arrival, and Customs Officers, chupprasis, or peons have received charge of it for conveyance 
to the Custom- House under written authority of the proper Officer of Customs. 


(f.)—The inward entry of the steamer shall be made within 24 hours after her arrival 
within the limits of the port, as declared under clause (4), section 11, Act VIII of 1878.

(i.)—A copy of the cargo-book prescribed in clause (h), countersigned by the agents of 
the Company, shall be delivered to the proper Officer of Customs within five clear working 
days after the vessel’s departure from each customs port.

9. Any officer of the Board of Trade, or the Registrar-General of Seamen, or any of 
his officers, or a Superintendent of a Mercantile Marine office, or a consular officer, or duly 
appointed shipping officer in a British possession, may demand the delivery to him of any 
Colonial Certificate of Competency which he has reason to believe has beeu improperly 
issued, or is forged, altered, cancelled or suspended, or to which the person using it is not 
justly entitled, and may detain such certificate for a reasonable period for the purpose of 
making inquiries respecting such issue, forgery, alteration, cancellation, suspeusion or 
possession, and any person who, withont reasonable cause, neglects or refuses to comply with 
such demand shall incur a penalty not exceeding twenty pounds cr its equivalent in local 
currency, which shall be recoverable in the same manner as penalties imposed by the Acts 
relating to Merchant Shipping are thereby made recoverable.

2. To declare that all the provisions of the said Acts which relate to Certificates of 
Competency for the Foreign Trade granted under those Acts, except so much of the 189th 
Section of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, and the 10th Section of the Merchant Shipping 
Awendment Act, 1862, as requires the delivery by the Board of Trade to any master, mate, or 
engineer of a copy of any certificate to which he appears to be entitled as therein mentioned, 
se much of the third paragraph of the 23rd Section of the said last mentioned Act aa requires 
at the conclusion of a case relating to the cancelling or suspending of a certificate, such certi- 
firate if cancelled or suspended, to be forwarded to the Byard of Trade, and the whole of the 
provisions of the 4th paragraph of the same section shall apply to such colonial certifi- 
cates of competency, provided, however, that the foregoing exceptions shall not, as regards 
Colonial Certificates of Competency granted by the Governor for the time being of the 
British Possession of New Zealand, interfere with or suspend the operation of an Act of the 
Legislature of New Zealaud entitled the Merchant Shipping Acts Adoption Act, 1869 
(32 and 83 Vict., No. 5). 

3. To impose and make the conditions and regulations set out in the schedule hereto, 
numbered | to 10 respectively, with respect to the said Colonial Certificates of Competency, 
and to the use, issue, delivery, cancellation, and suspension thereof, and to impose for the 
breach of such conditions and regulations the penalties therein meutioned. 

This Order shall take cffeet in each of the said Possessions from and after the firet day 
of Octoher 1882, and shall apply not only to Colonial Certificates of Competency granted 
under this order, but also to such as shall have heen granted under the orders hereby 
revoked aud be subsisting at the above date.

SCHEDULE. 


ConDITIONS AND REGULATIONS WITH RESPECT TO THR USE, ISSUF, DELIVERY, CANCELLATION, 
AND SUSPENSION OF Cotontat CertiricaTe oF ComPErency. 


Interpretation clause. 


1. In the construction and for the purposes of these conditions and regulations, the 
following terms shall have the respective meanings hereinafter assigued to them, that is to 
say— : 
“ Colonial Cerlificale of Competency” shall mean a_ certificate of Competency 
authorised to be granted by the Legislative authority of a British Possession 
to persons intending to act as Masters, Mates, or Engineers of British ships 
on similar principjes and conditions as those granted uoder the Imperial 
Acts relating to Merchant Shipping, 

“ Authorily”’ shall mean the Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, Administrator, Head 
of the Government, Minister, Board, Body or Corporation of or in any 
British Possession for the time beivg authorised by the Legislature of 
such Possession to graat Colonial Certificates of Competency. 


Form of Certificate. 


2. A Colouial Certificate of Competency shall be on parchment, and as nearly as 
possible similar in shape and form to the corresponding Certificate of Competency for the 
Foreign Trade granted by the Board of Trade under the Acts relating to Merchant 
Shipping. . 
Name of Possession to be inserted. 

4. A Colonial Certificate of Competency shall have the name of the British possession 
in which the same is granted, inserted promincntly on its face and back. : 


Certificates to be numbered conseculively. 


4. The Colonial Certificates of Competency granted in each British Possession shall 

be numbered iv consecutive order, : 
Lists of Certificates granted, cancelled, &c., to be sent ‘to Registrar-General of Seamen,' 

6. The Authority im each British possession shall furnish the Registrar-General of 
Scamen in London, from time to time, with accurate lists of all such Colonial Certificates 
of Competency as may be grauted therein or us may for any cause whatsoever be cancelled, 
suspended, renewed, or re-issued ; and shall also furnish him with duplicates of the 
applications for examination made by the persons to whom such Certificutes are granted.” 


Certificates to be granted only upon proof of service at sea, 


5. A Colonial Certificate of Competency shall be granted only upon’ proof that th 
previous service at sea of the person applying for the samc has been such avis reqpired. >} 
the regulations for the time being. in force in the United Kingdom with respect to: oerti 
cates of the like grade. : eae 

Certificates of Competency granted contrary to this. regulation, or upon any aby 
incorrect or insufficient proof, certificate, or report of serviod, qualification, conduah? 
ebaracter, shall be reg: as improperly granted.

Certificates not to be granted when former are cancelled. 


6. A Colonial Certificate of Competency shall not be granted to any person who 
‘may have had a certificate, whether granted by the Board of ‘Trade or by the Government 
of.a British possession, cancelled or suspended under the provisions of tho said Acts or of 
any Act for the time being in force in any part of Her Majesty’s dominions unless the 
period of suspension has expired, or unless intimation has been received from the Board of 
Trade, or the authority by whom the cancelled or suspended certificate was originally granted, 
to the effect that no objection to the grant of such Colonial Certificate is known to exist, or 
unless a new certificate has been granted to him by such board or authority ; and in 
the last-named event no such Colonial Certifirate of Competency shall be for a higher grade 
than the certificate so last granted as aforesaid. : 

Colonial Certificates of Competency granted contrary to this regulation shall be regard- 
ed as improperly granted. 


Certificates improperly granted may be cancelled withuui formal investigation. 


7. A Colonial Certificate of Competency which appears from information subsequently 
acquired, or otherwise, to have been improperly gran:ed, whether in the above or in any 
other respect, may be cancelled by the authority by which the same was granted, or by the 
Board of Trade in the United Kingdom, without any formal investigation under “The 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1454,” and the holder of such certificate shall thereupon deliver 
it tothe Board of Trade or such authority, or as they or either of them may direct, and in 
default thereof shall incur a penalty not exceeding fifty pounds, which shall be recoverable 
in the same manner as penalties imposed by the Acts rclatiag to Merchaut Shipping are 
thereby made recoverable. ; 


Cancellation, &c , of a certificate shall involve cancellition of a'l the other certificates 
possessed by ils owner, 


8. Every decision with respect to the cancellation or suspension of a certificate pro- 
nouuced by any board, court, or tribunal under tho provisions of the said Acts, shall exteud 
squally to all the Colonial Certificates at the time possessed by the persou in respect of whom 
the decision is made, as well as to all certificates granted t» hin under any of the Acts 
relating to Merchant Shipping, and whether such certificates be specified in such decisions 
or not. 


Certificates believed to be fraudulent may be demanded. 


9. Any officer of the Board of ‘Trade, or the Registrar-General of Seamen, or any of 
his officers, or a Superintendent of a Mercantile Marine office, or a consular officer, or duly 
appointed shipping officer in a British possession, may demand the delivery to him of any 
Colonial Certificate of Competency which he has reason to believe has been improperly 
issued, or is forged, altered, cancelled or suspended, vr to which the person usmy it is not 
justly entitled, and may detain such certificate for a reasonable period for the purpose of 
making inquiries respecting such issue, forgery, altcration, canceilation, suspension cr 
possession, and any person who, withont reasouable cause, neglects or refuses to comply with 
auch demand shall incur a penalty uot exceeding twenty pounds or its equivalent im local 
currency, which shall he recoverable in the same manner as penaltics imposed by the Acs 
relating to Merchaut Shipping are thereby made recoverable. 


Suspended Certificates to be re-issued only by Colony dy which originally granted. 


10. A Colonial Certificate of Competeucy which has from any cause been cancelled or 
suspended, shall be renewed or re-issuod only by the uwuthority by which the sime was 
originally grauted.
